General M cKenna has announced hi# 
opinion in the m atter of section 22 of 
the new tariff law . 
He holds, in effeot, 
that goods com ing directly into the 
Toited States from foreign countries 
through Canadian ports are not subject 
to the discrim inating duty of IO per 
cent. and also holds that foreign goods 
shipped from countries other than Brit­ 
ish possessions in British vessel# are not 
tubjoct to the discrim inating duty. 
Two questions were asked by the at­ 
torney general, the first of w hich w as, 
to effect, w hether the discrim inating 
doty of IO per cent provided for in sec­ 
tion 22 should be assessed against an 
invoice of tea from China w hich had 
arrived at Vancouver in British vessels 
and thence shipped through Canada to 
Chicago; 
the 
second oucstiou 
was 
whether 
the 
discrim inating 
duty 
should he assessed against a cargo of 
manganese ore from Chile w hich re­ 
cently arrived iii a British ship at 
Philadelphia. Both these questions the 
attorney general answers in the nega­ 
tive. 
The opinion of the attorney general 
first quote# section 22 in lull and then 
«av§: 
“Three 
plausible contentious 
are based upon this section 
whose 
strength differ only in degree. 
“First—That the duty is a discrim i­ 
nation upon im portations in vessels not 
of the U nited States whether directly 
to the U nited States or to a contiguous 
country and thence to toe 
U nited 
States. 
••Second—A discrimins\tion against 
imoortations of goods (not in the usual 
course of strictly retail trade) from a 
contiguous country they not being the 
product thereof. 
In this the character 
of the vessel is not important. 
“Third — A discrim ination against 
goods being th e productions of a foreign 
country not contiguous to tho U nited 
Mates which shall come into the U nited 
Mates from a contiguous country. 
“ In this contention the words ‘come 
into the U n ited States’ are lysed as des­ 
ignating m ovem ent only. 
g |‘ Under the first aud second conten­ 
tions the d u ty w ould not be imposed. 
Under the th ird it would b e - I lienee 
select it as a basis for consideration. 
“ To support it, it is said the section 
imposes the duty in tw o cases (a) w hen 
the goods are imported in vessels not of 
tne U nited states aud to the United 
States; (bjkw hen they are the proauc- 
dnction of a country not contiguous and 
(some into the U nited States from a 
contiguous country, the character of 
the vessel in w hich they were trans­ 
ported to the contiguous country being 
indifferent. 
“The first case we are not now con­ 
cerned w ith aud the second is uttemped 
to be established by the follow ing 
reasoning. 
The goods are Chinese or 
Japanese production, hence the pro­ 
duction of a foreign country “not con­ 
tiguous to the U nited States.” they 
come into the U nited States from Can­ 
ada, a contiguous country,” and so it 
is urged that by the letter as w ell as by 
the spirit of the statute they are sub­ 
ject to the duty. 
“ It is conceded that the importation 
is to theU nited States—passage through 
Canada being mere movement only to­ 
ward destination—the latter being the 
United States. 
This being so it would 
seem that there w as no reason to d is­ 
tinguish between that importation and 
what may be called in distinction 4 d i­ 
rect one—w hy one should be burdened 
and the other not burdened—when the 
discrimination w as not necessary to the 
main purpose of the law. It is said that 
the purpose of the amendment was to 
relieve the Am ericau trans-contiuental 
railroads against the competition of the 
Canadian Pacific railroad. 
It may be 
admitted that this is a strong consider­ 
ation, but, ou the other hand, it is is 
urged that this competition is a benefit, 
aud other A m erican railroads claim 
that the Canadian Pacific is a direct ad ­ 
vantage to them . 
“ How congress regarded this conflict 
we have no m eans of know ing. 
There 
w ere certainly no avowal aud th e only 
expressions of m em bers which we have 
indicate a different purpose th a n one 
which m ight or m ight not have been 
ntertained, and w hich if it had been 
entertained it w ould seem the natural 
th ng to have explicitly declared. 
“ As there was no reason, therefore, 
wily the im portations, indirect or di­ 
rect, should be discrim inated by aiffer- 
ut duties, I am not disposed to think 
that it was intended. To so hold w'ould 
he to put a new purpose into the la w —• 
destroying its u n ity —which is not com­ 
pelled by its language or any mischief 
which we m ay say was in the contem ­ 
plation of the lawm akers to be rem e­ 
died. 
The section therefore regards, as the 
*w which preceded it regarded, the 
transportation of goods by sea. It’s 
purpose was to secure this to vessels 
°f the U nited States by discrim inating 
against transportation not in them pri­ 
marily to the U nited States, second­ 
arily aud to, pi event eyasion tp a eon*

“The amendment of the law which

repealing 
the 
statutory exemptions 
from the IO per cent duty. 
“The answer to your enquiry, so far 
as section 22 is concerned, depends (I) 
upon the character of the vessel in 
which the goods were carried to Van­ 
couver : 
(2) 
if 
in foreign vessels, 
whether the goods were entitled, by 
treaty or conventioi , to be entered in 
the ports of the United States upon the 
payment of the same duties as if im ­ 
ported in American vcx.<els. 
•‘I assume the vessels were not of the 
United States, but British vessels, and 
this brings me to your communication 
of Aug. 
17, in which you enquire 
whether section 22 repeals sections 4, 
228 to 4282 of the revised statutes, and 
your communication of Sept. 2 asking 
whether manganese ore imported from 
Chile in the British bark Lurlie to Phil­ 
adelphia is also subject to a discrimin­ 
ating dnty. 
“ A 
law 
imposing 
discriminating 
duties has been on the statute books in 
mine form from the time of the enact­ 
ment of the first tariff bill. 
Section 22 
differs from the law previously iii force 
in that there is omitted from it the 
words ‘bv an act of congress.' 
Does 
this repeal section 4228? It w ill be ob­ 
served that there are no words of ex­ 
press repeal. 
“On the same day the Dingley bill 
was approved an act entitled ‘an act to 
authorize the president to suspend dis­ 
crim inating 
duties 
imposed 
upon 
foreign vessels and commerce’ was ap­ 
proved. 
I shall hereafter for conveni­ 
ence call it the suspension act. 
This 
act provides that the president is au­ 
thorized to suspend in part the oper­ 
ations of sections 4219 and 2502 so 
that foreign vessels from a country im ­ 
posing partial discriminating tonnage 
duties upon American vessels or partial 
discrim inating 
import duties 
upon 
American merchandise m ay enjoy in 
our ports the identical privileges which 
the same class of American vessels and 
merchandise may enjoy in said foreign 
country. 
“ It will be observed that it recognizes 
the existence of section 
4228 
and 
amends it and enlarges the president’s 
power.’’ 
Tile attorney general quotes several 
cases iii support of a conclusion he 
reaches that where there is a differ­ 
ence in purpose legislative provisions 
may be independent and then, continu­ 
ing, he sa v e: 
“ But the rule of repeal by im plica­ 
tion does not reuuire us to find inde­ 
pendence. 
lf there is not irreconcil­ 
able conflict the laws may exist to­ 
gether. 
As we have already seen there 
is certainly no irreconcilable conflict. 
Even if there was more conflict in 
their language—more in their purpose 
this would have to yield to the inter­ 
pretation of the time aud manner of 
their passage. 
The suspension act was 
reported to the house of representatives 
by the salne committee which reported 
the Dingley bill—was considered and 
passed w hile that act was in memory. 
It passed the senate w hile the Dingley 
bill was pending in consideration and 
was approved by the president on the 
same day the Dingley bill was. 
“It follows, therefore, that section 
4228 was not repealed by section 22 
and that the merchandise of both en­ 
quiries is not to be subjected to a dis­ 
criminating duty.”

WILK KSB ARR K, Pa., Sept. 22.—Sher­ 
iff Martin and his 34 deputies have been 
given a preliminary hearing before the 
court charged with the killing of 24 
striking miners m ar Lattimer on F ri­ 
day, Sept. IO. 
The deputies were 
brought up from Hazleton under mili­ 
tary escort. 
A large crowd met them 
at the dei>ot, out tney proceeded unmo­ 
lested to Hie courthouse. 
Judges Lynch and Bennett presided. 
Judge Lynch announced that the judges 
would sit as justices of the peace to hear 
testimony in the ease. 
John M. (Jarman opened for the 
prosecution und stated that he was em­ 
ployed to investigate the shooting at 
i,attim er and enquire if the sheriff and 
bis deputies were justified in killing 
24 men. 
He bogan by referring to 
••Dictator” Oobiii, who refused to allow 
the deputies to be arrested when w ar­ 
rants were issued ten days ago. 
The 
attorney also referred to Coroner Mc­ 
Kee being a major in the Ninth regi­ 
ment and that his manner of proceed- 
nre in the arrest of the deputies and to 
his bringing them here surrounded by 
a military company with guns and 
bayonets. 
Mr. Carman then made a motion ask­ 
ing that the warrants of ’Squire Gor­ 
man be given the preference and that 
the deputies be remanded to the regu­ 
lar officers of the law. 
Attorney John McGahren supported 
the plea of Mr. Carman ann said : 
“ Will your honor allow a military of­ 
ficer to overawe the civil authorities? 
As I understand it. the military auth­ 
orities are subservient to the authority 
of the civil law .’* 
Judge Lynch replied that the judges 
did not act hastily, bot issued the w ar­ 
rant after due deliberation.

one shot, then another, and then a reg­ 
ular volley. The men began to run, 
but the deputies kept on sh,Kiting.

was 40 ya ds away. 
A few minutes 
after the snooting one man, William 
Bought, stepped upon the railroad 
tracks aud deliberately shot at a man 
running through the w<K>ds ” 
"How long did the shooting last?” 
asked Mr. Fell.

all were done shooting that this deputy 
went on the railroad tracks and shot.”
